SUGAR BOUNTY REPEAL

oatloB off the Miles Conpaiiy. 

WASIllN(iTON, Oct. i;!,— Judt,'0 Mc- 
(Joman of the district supreme court do- 
Bied the application of the Miles Sugar 
Manufaottiring company of Looisiaaa 
for a mandamus to compel recretai-y 
Carlisle to appoint inmeoton to ascer- 
tain tha sugar prodootioo of the com- 
pany. 

The objeot of the suit, it is under- 
stood, was to test the legality of there- 
•ant repeal of tha sugar bounty pro- 
vision of the MoKlnley law and also to 
lay the foundation for an appeal to con- 
gress for paymant of boontjfor tha our- 
rent year. 

Judge MoOomas says: "The seore- 
tary of the treasury concluded that the 
sugar-bounty-repeal pariigraph of the 
tanff act of 1604 is a repeal or the act of 
Oct. 1, 1890, requiring the supervision 
and inspection of the production of 
sugar. This clunae ia not expressly n^- 
pealed. It is, however, incidoutul 
and intermediate to tho issuing of 
licenses to producers and thu payment of 
bounties to them. These are expressly 
repealed and the Issuing of licenses and 
pavment of bounties is declared unlaw- 
ful. The reiH-'al of the clause for in- 
spection and supervision, a useless frag- 
ment of the statute, is therefore fairly 
implied. 

The court refuses to interfere with 
the decision of the treasurer, and sug- 
gests that tlie only relief for sugar pro- 
ducers holding unexpired licenses is by 
appeal to (-ongress, presumably for 
financial recompense. The j)etition for 
a maudftinuM is therefore refused.
